Draft rules proposed to b« made under section 17 of the Export ( Quality Control 

and Inspection) Act, 1963 

1. Short title and commencement .— (1) These rules may be called the Export of 
Pig Iron (Inspection) Rules, 1967. 

(2) They shall come Into force on 31st March, 1967. 

2 . Definition. — In these rules Pig Iron shall mean the following items of pig 
iron as described in the Indian Standards mentioned against each, namely— 

1. Pig iron (Charcoal) — IS : 225—1957 

X Pig iron (Coke) — IS : 224—1958 

3. Pig iron for special purposes — IS : 2841—1964 

4. Basic pig iron (Coke) for steel —IS : 2842—1964

3. Procedure of Inspection and Certification. —The provision of the Indian 
Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act, 1952 (36 of 1952), the Indian
